WATER  SUPPLY 


The  Northern  Parishes  of  Deighton,  Dunning ton,  Elvington,  Escrick,  Fulford, 
Heslington,  Kexby,  Naburn,  North  Duffield,  Skipwith,  Stillingfleet,  Thorganb^ 
and  Wheldrake  continue  to  be  supplied  by  York  Waterworks  COo  and  the  service 
has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year. 

The  remaining  five  Southern  Parishes  are  supplied  by  the  Pontefract,.  Goole  & 
Selby  Water  Board,  and  this  supply  has  also  been  satisfactorily  maintained, 
although  there  is  a fall  in  pressure  in  parts  of  the  Riccall/Kelfield  area 
during  periods  of  peak  demand. 

Negotiations  are  still  proceeding  for  the  provision  of  a balancing  tower  at 
Riccall,  which,  coupled  with  the  Barlby  Boosting  Station,  should  overcome  the 
problem. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  new  Pumping  Station  at  Barlby  was  completed  in  the  latter  part  of  the  ye-.-.r 
as  Phase  1 of  the  Southern  Area  Sewage  Disposal  scheme.  It  was  most 
fortunate  that  the  existing  pumps  continued  to  operate  without  a major 
breakdown,  and  during  the  period  there  were  no  heavy  rainstorms.  The  new 
pumps  (3  sev'age  and  4 storm  water)  have  already  proved  their  efficiency 
during  a severe  rain  storm. 

No  constructional  work  on  ’'village”  schemes  has  been  possible  during  the 
year.  The  approved  schemLe  for  North  Duffield  and  Skipwith  is  still  awaitinc; 
authority  to  proceed  to  tender.  The  Consultant  Engineers  are  preparing 
schemes  for  the  Cliff e area,  and  the  proposed  disposal  works  at  Barlby, 
Prelim3_nary'-  investigations  are  being  carried  out  on  the  proposed  ’’Northern” 
scheme,  v;hich  v.'ill  ultimately  afford  additional  sewer  capacities  in 
Elvington  and  Wheldrake,  with  a central  disposal  works  to  enable  the 
existing  Elvington  works  to  be  closed.  Complaints  continue  to  be  received 
from  Elvington  residents  regarding  smell  from  the  existing  works,  particularly 
d'oring  des].udging  operations.  These  operations  have  to  be  carried  out  at 
regular  incervals,  and  the  fairly  close  proximity  of  dwellings  together  with 
the  prevailing  v;esterly  wind,  create  smells  which  justify  the  complaints, 
but  unfortunately  cai:r.ot  be  obviated  as  long  as  the  works  continue  on  the 
present  site. 

The  Consultant  Engineers  are  also  preparing  a scheme  for  the  North  Western 
part  of  the  area,  which  will  be  required  for  development  of  the  York 
University  and  the  consequential  development  of  Heslington  Village,  This 
particular  scheme  creates  a problem  of  timing;  although  the  intended  works 
cannot  be  justified  at  the  present  moment,  there  could  be  University  and 
Village  proposals  submitted  which,  when  approved,  would  require  considerable 
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additional  sewer  and  disposal  capacity » However,  the  construction  of  sewage 
pumping  stations  and  pumping  main  would  take  perhaps  a year  longer  to  construct 
than  would  the  University  and  Village  developmento  It  is  hoped,  therefore, 
that  in  order  the  minimise  the  delay,  a firm  indication  of  pending  development 
will  be  given  to  the  Council » 

One  minor  but  nevertheless  important  scheme  carried  out  was  the  installation 
of  a deisel-driven  auxiliary  system  for  the  Naburn  Hospital  Pumping  Stationo 
Without  this,  there  has  always  been  the  risk  of  a main  breakdown,  and  the 
consequent  build-up  of  sewage  would  completely  disorganise  the  normal  running 
of  the  hospital  within  a matter  of  hours c 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  & DISPOSAL 


The  steady  residential  development  of  the  District,  especially  in  the  Northern 
Parishes,  continues  to  add  to  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  problem,  but 
the  collection  from  properties  adjacent  to  the  highway  is  maintained  on  a 
weekly  basiso  Apart  from  the  increased  number  of  properties,  there  is  an 
appreciable  increase  in  bulk  of  refuse^  This  arises  mainly  from  the  cartons 
and  containers  in  which  so  much  of  the  domestic  items  are  distributed,  and  to 
a lesser  extent  (but  quite  noticeable  on  new  estates)  on  the  popularity  of 
central  heating,  and  therefore  less  open  fires  on  which  to  burn  any  suitable 
refusco  There  is  a corresponding  reduction  in  the  weight  ratio  of  refuse  and 
much  less  ash  and  cinders  than  could  be  found  a few  years  agoo 

The  changing  nature  of  the  refuse  content  and  the  many  items  of  synthetic 
materials,  creates  problems  in  the  disposal  by  controlled  tippingo  The 
increased  bulk  is  more  difficult  to  consolidate;  there  are  the  synthetic 
atems  which  do  not  rot  or  break  down  when  buried;  the  increased  bulk  requires 
greater  tipping  space;  the  lighter  materials  more  readily  blow  around  at  the 
time  of  tipping;  the  reduced  ash  content  makes  it  more  difficult  and  more 
expensive  to  form  a satisfactory  top  layer  on  the  working  area. 

All  these  points  turn  the  mind  to  j.ncineration  as  the  more  satisfactory  method 
of  disposal  as  a long  term  project,  especially  so  in  an  area  such  as  Derwent 
vdiere  there  is  virtually  no  ''pcor'’'  land  and  apparently  no  disused  quarries  or 
pits  availableo  The  possibility  of  sharing  incineration  facilities  with 
adj  acent  Authorities  has  been  mentioned  in  the  past  and  no  doubt  this  method 
is  the  view  of  the  appropriate  Ministry  Officials » It  is  considered,  however, 
that  there  are  many  operational  difficulties  to  such  a proposal  because  of 
likely  distances  vehicles  would  have  to  travel  and  the  heavy  congestion  of 
traffic  on  the  approach  routes « If  facilities  could  be  made  available  at  either 
fork  or  Selby,  both  difficulties  would  apply;  to  develop  a combined  site  in 
conjunction  with  the  Rural  Areas  to  the  east,  the  main  centres  of  population 
are  so  far  apart  that  some  of  the  vehicles  involved  would  be  making  quite 
uneconomical  journeys o 
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In  view  of  the  obvious  limitations  of  the  present  controlled  tip  site  at 
Wheldrake,  it  is  intended  to  submit  a preliminary  report  on  the  possible 
costs  of  an  incineration  plant,  so  that  future  policy  can  be  determinedo 

There  are  three  collection  vehicles  on  the  normal  district  collection,  two 
of  these  being  the  mechanical  "ram-packing"  typco  The  oldest  of  the  three 
is  a 1963  "Fore  & Aft"  tipper,  and  should  be  replaced  in  19 71/72 » 

One  vehicle  with  a bulk  loading  fitting  for  large  1^  cuo  ydo  containers  is 
used  almost  entirely  on  the  York  University  and  the  Hospitals » The  growth 
of  the  University  is  such  that  the  collection  now  takes  approximately  three 
days  per  weekc  The  vehicle  at  present  used  for  collection  of  refuse^  from 
isolated  farms  and  cottages  where  a service  is  aimed  for  every  four  to  five 
weeks,  is  an  open  tipper  truck  purchased  in  1964o  A replacement  small  side 
loader  refuse  collection  vehicle  is  more  suitable  for  various  reasons,  and 
the  purchase  of  such  a vehicle  is  to  be  included  in  the  1970/71  estimateso 

There  have  been  no  particular  difficulties  in  maintaining  staff  during  the 
year,  although  there  is  the  national  claim  that  the  present  wage  of  the  lower 
grades  is  inadequateo  There  is  some  justification  for  this,  no  doubt,  but 
the  matter  has  not  been  raised  as  a local  issue,  and  therefore  remains  at  a 
national  level  with  the  negotiation  bodies » There  is,  however,  at  local 
Union  level,  a firm  request  that  some  form  of  Productivity  Bonus  Scheme 
should  be  introduced^  This  also  applies  to  adjacent  Authorities  in  the 
East  Riding,  and  a scheme  to  form  a Consortium  of  Local  Authorities-  employing 
Work  Study  staff  is  being  set  up.  No  doubt  the  ultimate  results  for  all 
constituent  Authorities  will  be  satisfactory,  but  whether  or  not  the  Unions 
will  patiently  await  the  outcome  remains  to  be  seen. 


HOUSING 


Thirty  grant  aided  improvement  schemes  (22  Standard  and  8 Discretionary) 
were  completed  during  the  year.  Of  these,  22  were  owner/occupied  and  8 
tenanted,  and  grants  totalling  £6,250,  were  paid. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  the  Housing  Act  1969  came  into  force  greatly 
increasing  the  amount  and  scope  of  grant  works.  The  Council  have  always 
encouraged  the  improvement  of  property  in  the  area  and  it  is  hoped  that 
owners  will  take  full  advantage  of  the  available  grants.  The  Act  introduced 
a new  system  governing  rents  of  tenanted  property  in  good  repair  and  with 
modern  amenities , and  considerable  work  will  be  involved  in  inspecting 
property  once  landlords  become  aware  of  the  new  procedure. 

Twelve  pail  closet  conversions  were  completed  involving  £356,  in  grant. 

The  sev/ered  areas  are  now  virtually  free  of  pail  closets  and  if  progress 
can  be  made  on  sewering  those  villages  v;ithout  main  drainage,  this  most 
unsatisf actory  fo2rm  of  sanitary  accommodation  could  be  abolished  entirely, 
thus  saving  the  Council  considerable  expense  in  providing  an  emptying  service 
as  v/ell  as  abolishing  one  of  the  most  unpleasant  duties  of  the  Council's 
manual  staff. 
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Six  properties  subject  to  Demolition  Orders  were  demolished  during  the  year 
and  one  Closing  Order  was  issuedc  Existing  Orders  affecting  two  properties 
were  withdrawn  after  the  repair  and  improvement  of  the  dwellings,, 

Fifteen  valuations  were  carried  out  for  either  House  Purchase  or  Improvement 
advances o The  Council  were  again  subject  to  a qupta  for  House  Purchase,  but 
there  is  no  limit  on  advances  to  enable  ovTners  to  improve  ,or  repair  houseso 
With  the  current  emphasis  on  property  improvement  there  will,  no  doubt,  be  an 
increase  in  demand  for  this  type  of  advancoo 


COUNCIL  HOUSING 

There  are  835  Council  owned  dwellings  in  the  Districto  No  dwellings  were 
completed  during  the  year,  but  schemes  are  progressing  in  the  parishes  of 
Barlby,  North  Duffield,  Riccall,  Stillingf leet , and  Wheldrakeo 

The  repairs  system,  with  one  firm  of  general  contractors , continued  as.  a 
satisfactory  arrangement,  and  it  has  been  possible  to  reduce  to  a minimum  the 
number  of  outstanding  general  orders. 

Problems  are  arising  from  prewar  and  certain  post  war  dwellings,  requiring 
major  schemes  of  repair,  such  as  re- roofing,  electrical  rewiring  and  renewal 
of  defective  windows.  This  will  require  consideration  by  the  Council,  so  that 
the  work  can,  as  far  as  possible,  be  phased  over  a number  of  years. 

There  are  also  the  older  dwellings  which  require  modernisation,  as  distinct 
from  repairs.  The  three  bungalovjs  at  Naburn  are  almost  completed,  and  a 
scheme  is  under  preparation  for  four  houses  at  North  Duffield,  Again,  the 
Council  v;ill  be  required  to  determine  a programme  of  priorities  for  the 
dwellings  concerned. 


MEAT  INSPECTIONS 

Four  slaughterhouses  are  licenced  to  slaughter ' animals  for  human  consumption  - 
Escrick,  Cliff e and  two  at  Dunnington,  One  Knackers  Yard  is  licenced  at 
Scoreby  for  other  meat. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  has  increased.  All 
meat  is  inspected  before  removal  from  the  slaughterhouse,  involving  over 
300  visits  to  inspect  a total  of  3,372,  (2,792  in  1968)  animals. 

The  amount  of  meat  condemned  has  also  increased  to  13  cwt,  due  mainly  to 
seven  v/hole  carcases  condemned  for  various  conditions,  otherwise  the  reasons 
for  condemnation  are  mainly  parasites  or  septic  conditions  - no  evidence  was 
found  of  cysticercosis  (cystic  stage  of  human  tapeworm), 

(see  Tables  1 and  2) 
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FOOD  PREMISES  AND  FOOD  HYGIENE 


Food  premises  and  licenced  premises  have  been  inspected  during  the  year  as 
a routine  measure,  and  any  matters  arising  from  the  visits  were  dealt  with 
by  the  persons  concernedo  There  is  a steady  change  in  the  character  of  the 
village  shops,  v.'hich  are  tending  to  develop  on  the  lines  of  miniature  super- 
markets; this  in  many  ways  is  to  everyone's  advantage,  especially  as  there 
is  always  a much  higher  proportion  of  packaged  goods  displayed  and  the 
quantity  of  "open"  foods  to  be  handled  by  the  vendors  is  greatly  reduced,. 
There  is  an  increased  number  of  "deep  freeze"  units  in  use,  which,  when 
properly  controlled,  provide  to  the  customer  limited  life  products  in  a 
much  better  condition.

BUILDING  CONTROL 

During  the  first  three  months  of  this  year,  the  volume  of  building  work 
reflected  the  economic  situation,  but  from  April  onwards  the  monthly  average 
of  completed  dwellings  was  similar  to  previous  years,  contrary  to  what  was 
expected o 

In  the  private  sector  applications  were  approved  and  work  commenced  on  two 
large  developments  at  Dunnington  and  Wheldrake,  and  the  first  medium  sized 
development  at  Riccallo  In  addition,  "Association"  types  of  development, 
the  Masonic  Homes  at  Fulford  and  Homefield  Housing  at  Heslington,  were  started.. 

Industrial  work  was  centred  mainly  at  Barlby  by  the  extension  of  Fletcher's 
Sauce  COo  and  the  superstructure  of  Messrs » Ranks  Millo  From  a irural  aspect 
there  was  a marked  increase  in  the  erection  of  large  scale  chicken  rearing  and 
egg  producing  "factories"  and  general  farm  improvements »

During  the  year,  412  plans  v;ere  received  for  various  types  of  buildings, 
approximately  30%  requiring  correction  under  Building  Regulations,  before 
submitting  to  the  Plans  Committeeo  Minor  deviations  or  contraventions  from 
approved  plans  w'ere  corrected  on  site,  by  mutual  agreement  with  the  builders 
concerned;  one  contravention  was  reported  to  the  Committee^  There  is  a 
noticeable  increase  of  "Do— It-Yourself " and  weekend  jobs  carried  out,  some  of 
v.-’nich  were  rather  m.ore  than  could  be  classed  as  repairso  Work  of  this  nature 
creates  supervision  problems » 

In  general  a good  public  relationship  has  been  maintained,  and  contrary  to 
expected  trends , the  work  load  of  this  section  has  increased,.

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RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council's  Rodent  Operator  continues  to  regularly  visit  and  treat  as  necessary 
approximately  140  agricultural  holdings  which  are  the  subject  of  an  annual 
contract  between  the  Council  and  the  occupiers » 

Domestic  premises  are  given  a free  service  for  treatment  of  rats  or  mice  on 
request  - the  number  of  requests  has  again  been  less  than  the  average  of  several 
years  agoo 

The  general  situation  indicates  the  area  to  be  one  with  only  a comparatively 
sm.all  problem,  due  partly  to  the  awareness  of  farmers  and  industrialists  of  the 
need  to  take  positive  action  to  deal  with  possible  infestations,  and  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  efficiency  of  the  Council's  Operator o

The  various  reports  and  complaints  of  nuisance,  sanitary  defects,  disrepair  etc 
were  investigated  and  dealt  wdth  at  Officer  level  - no  situation  arose  which 
necessitated  forma  1 action.,  It  is  worth  recording  that  very  few  complaints 
were  received  from  tenants  regarding  outstanding  disrepair  which  the  landlord 
had  failed  to  remedy o 

Inspections  have  also  been  carried  out  in  connection  with  other  miscellaneous 
legislation,  which  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Department,  such  as  the  Offices, 
Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act,  Petroleum  Regulations,  Animal  Boarding  Establish- 
ments Act  etCo 
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
